SHEEP IN WINTBn. 

Tk* AdrlaaMlltr at Kcrplnr Them In ■ 
Yard Hheltfrrd by Nbeda. 

It la undoubtndly truo that small 

flock';, even if full-blooded Merinos, 
If ki'pl "II :i I'iM;;)i sod, with biinhes and 
biltcr liiou sr. ami ciiiinps of treen for a 
wiiui-lircak with a iiiiiil''riile iliiiiy feed 
of corn, eitiier slielied or lirokcii one 
ear across another, will take tho 
storms of winter with impunity and 
como through thrirlng. with red nosos, 
long, clean wool and healtliy systems 
which idll not scour a particle when 
tho grass grows green In tho spring. 
Itiit with larjje flocks, where the feed- 
in(5 of bay or fodder is necessary, 
the iilijeeiidn lo the raiiL'iiig sys- 
tem | is lliat tlie sheep do not of 
llicir own aei'oi'd rejjnlato tho mat- 
ter of exercise jiidicionsly. On a warm 
liav Ihcy w ill rove all d.'iy. luiil on a" 
colli day not at all. If the fodder is 
thrown out lo them in an open Held 
tliey will wander alioul the field, com- 
liij; to it three or (our times a day and 
browsing a little wblloi then tboy are 
ofl' a);aiii. On n very cold day they 
will stand in the leo of the i lieil or of 
the fence — if nothing botlei ofl'eis - 
and lose a gTMt deal of time whan 
they would hi •tetter If the feed wero 
close at hand, and in 'B place not ex- 

fioaed to the wimi. Tho sheep is very 
rresoUite almiit lircakiiii; away from a 
warm shellered place and setting out 
in search of feed. On an excessively 
cold day tho slioeii can not bo forced to 
take exercise, uiiIckh they are driven to 
water or Miiiii'lliin^^ of tlirit .^(iit, ami 
it in not wiirlli wliilc to altciiipt it. c.s- 
pncially if tiiere ban been a sudden 
change from niilil weatliur, (or they 
111 neldoiii drink tbo >ira( day after 
such a cliaiio,', even If water is ofTured 
them III the nlicil.

CAPE OO P FIS H-WEI Bft 

Intereallac OaaerlptloQ of TUeIr BInotaro 
•i>4 rrsailaal Qtlllir. 
,Ths flrst flah-weirs built in Cape 
Cod waters were very crude afTalrn, 
modo of brush Interlaced with latbs, 
and wero jiut down thirty or forty 
yearn ago, principally along the shore 
of Sandy Point, Chatham. Later 
adbers were built at liillerent | oints 
tlirougb Vineyard Sound and l>uy.zards 
Uajr. They wero very slender struct- 
nrss, unable to stand tho storms, and 
the business failed to prove a bonanza. 

About twenty yean ago a similar 
experiment was tried at I'amot Har- 
bor, Truro, built of poles and laths, 
but this was abandoned an a failure 
after ono season's trial. Noil 
more was done In this viciiiitv at neir 
building uutil about the Mur 18HU, 
whenatrap, which luul lei u used that 
suinmarln the Bay Cbaluur, was lakuo 
up, BroUgtit to Nf rth Truro and put 
down for a short time in the fail T'lie 
nolea of thin trap were fastone<l into 
lar^^e rocks and kept iu an upright 
posllion by those means, instead of 
boiog imbedded In the sand, and th* 
Holes woA hung with netting instead 
of ImiIuj; iiiterlai-vd with laths. 

Tile venture proved a tueeens on ao- 
count of easy accuns M the Boston 
markets with the fresh llsli. For the 
next four or Ave years tho growth of 
the bnnlncsa was vary rapid, until now 
twenty deep-watar weirs can be 
counted from I.,ong Point Provlnco- 
town, to the boundary lino bctwocn 
Truro and Welllleet along tbu Inside 
shore of Cape Cod. The offshore ends 
of tho traps Bra in water abont forty 
fret deep, and one hundred and thirty 
jioles, citlK^r oak orbiekory, from twen- 
ty to sixty sect long are used in the 
construction of eauli trap. Tliene poles 
an mostly brought from Connoetloiit 
and last about two years eacli. About 
twenty-one hundred (oet of netting, 
"made In scotioiis for ease in band- 
ling," is used on each trap Every 
trap is also provided with an extra 
set of netting, whioh ischauged once a 
month in Iha summer time. Tho nets 
become ao Imdiy fouled up tliat it 
takes three horses to drag from tlio 
water what ono bono can dntg hack 
after the cleaning is over. I'he nets 
aro thoroughly tarrad each spring tic- 
fora being pat on. 

The fact that flsh, when parsoed or 
friifbUMied, Invariably turn olT shore 
for .s.'kfety iu deep water, is taken ad- 
vantage of iu ctiiislruetiiiK the traps. 
The pole.i oro driven a short distance 
ajiart In a straight line from tho shore 
for litu-eii hundrml foot which iscallod 
Clie heavier. At tho end of this the 

tiolen are driven in tho shape of a 
luart with tbo point olT shora, and an 
entrance on each side whera It Joins 
tho header, making It somewhat ro- 
sombie (n arrow. 

The fish when swimming along 
strike the header, and naliiraily turu- 
iug ofl* shonv for safety follow the 
header until they dnd thomsolvos In- 
side the heart, from whioh tboy Baldvm 
escape, as they always seek deeper 
water: Instead af trying to get out tlie 
way they oomsTn. At the point of the 
heart tos poles ar« driven in a eirelo 
and connectetl w iCIi the hearL Tnin 
eiroiSb whioh ban ncttiu;: on tho bot- 
tom as well as tbo sides, in eallod tbo 
bowl. 

For easo In handlinfj, tho fish aro 
driven from the heart into the bowl, 
the wot bottom and sides of wliicb aro 
drawn eloser togetliur and the fish 
ball# hMD th* biSiB by small dip nets. 
Atolh<»ltal««, «H«k Usb aN plenty, 
they are driven firom lb« hsatt into 
lli't 1,'iwi, leaving tb« heait oiaBr tor 
anollier school. 

I'he traps at tuls place cost on nn 
average $0,1 NX) each, whieb inuludoa 
one large sail-boat, two dories and- a m<|^|^ 
large Hsb-bonne two' o* thgf^ Mort^, iS", 
hlgu on tbo shore The orews. con- j 
slating of a captain and six men, work 
on wuot is termed "half-lay," which 
means oua-half of the net reoeiiils, after 
paying (rel^l, psoking. oarUng and 
oommusions on tho flsh sold. The 
owners take the other baU, whloh 
moans dividends for the owners and 
small wages for tiie moo. 

U( tho products of the weirs the 
raackcrol is the principal dependence 
o( tho linhermon; next is the bait catch 
whicli In sold to tbo Uiouoester Ushing 
vessels in shore and Georges fleets at 
$1.50 to $2 per barrel, who carry it to 
tho fisli grounds packed in ica Until 
tho present year large quantities o( 
herring have bai^' CfnEbt The largo 
mackerel only are salMd. tbo other 
sizes, also cod and other market lish, 
lii iii); btiipped trcnb Lo the commission 
ileaiers of Uoston, Mew York and Phil- 
adelphia. 

EvotT kind of fish Is taken in the 

traps, from tho monster sea turtle to 
the electric eoi and tho tiny smelt. 
Some of the npoclniens found are ex- 
ceodiiigly rare and curious. The sea- 
son begins about April 1 and ends at 
Chrislnias. The crews assist at put 
ting down luid taking up the weirs.

fremPNSN. 

Something more than a week ninro 
it was the writer^s good forlune to be 
at Mr. ilen Nance's Oiie iullls on Little 
River. About 7 o'clock in the morn- 
ing Mr. W. V. Reeves, with a 
parly of friends made their appear- 
ance with rod and line and 2 buckets 
of iiiiunows. We soon decided what 
their busiiiosi was. Mr. Reeves 
ownrs a small boat which lay at tho 
landing above the mil!- Iain. And 
when bo extended us an Invitation to 
have a seat and Bcoompauy bis party 
up tbo river, wsdM MWjtli pleasure. 
There wera six in tha parly and we 
all rigged one rod each and com- 
menced to try for llie fliinylribo that 
we knew inbabited the mysterious 
depths of Nanco's mll'-pond. Ti e 
flrst point we made was a ■celebrated 
spring that emptied In the pond some 
4 lo 0 feet under waler. But we did 
not tarry here long. The flsh are 
taken here In considerable quantities 
during tha winter months. There is 
but one approach to this point and 
this very diSculL Mr. Reeves told 
of some flsbermen taking a bath at 
this plaee some few years ago one 
cold frosty morning very much 
against their wishes. Tlie blull' is 
aboat SO or SO feet high ami covi rea 
with ferns and vines ordlHureut kiudn 
snd a very pretty scene Is presented. 
On our left just above here are sonio 
beautit'iil dills, Rome 60 feet high, 
whicli are Kraiid. Here some 30 feet 
from the water is the moulh of a 
yawning cavern in which a noted 
cbieftaiu was known to spend bis 
nights during the tola war. The 
scouery is sjilendid here also. Just 
above here the river makes a graceful 
Htveep lo our right and is very deep. 
In this bend and in this deep water 
there has lived for rears a irenion- 
dlous cat flsh that bids delanco to 
the flcbing tackle that Is* ordinarily 
used and haa been known to break a 
chalk lino like it was a mere thread. 
As we ascend, the clitrs grow more 
magnificent and imposing ami reach 
a greater heliibt At the bend wo 
whirl by at ibo rale of aiiout 4 hours 
to the mile and discover Mr. KIrtly 
Twyuian and R. II. McGaugliey try- 
ing for troul. But wo pass BO swiftly 
Mr. Twywan fails to see us. Further 
upwhero tbo ollfl's aro very high and 
perpendicular Mr. Reeves having the 
sharpest eye discovers a dead sheep, 
lodged on a projecting rock midway 
between the lop of tbo clilTs and tho 
water, at a point that a equlrrel 
would be puzzled to reach. Woaur- 
mUcd that il had fallen over the clilTs 
to escape doga. About 2 miles furth- 
er up the olilTs become grand, gloomy 
and sublime. They are i>erforalcd 
with caverns (he mouths of which 
are tnaccessiblo to man. They sp- 
p«sr to l>e a fitting abode for the 
rahled Karies. If there is any poetry 
in a man's suul tlils view will arouse 
U. Still further is tlie celebrated 
sheep cave whore these animals are 
want to shelter themselves from the 
winter storms. 7'hev reach il by a 
palb that is dangerous fur man to 
tVaverse. Just above hero wo land 
in a hcantifui dell and par- 
take of an excellent and substantial 
lunch with the usual triinmiugs of 
cake, pickcis &c. 

After resting and straltcuing our 
llnibs for auhourorso were-embsrk- 
cd and floated down (lie river to the 
mill again discovering new beauties 
and points oflhterost at each lurn. 

During our trip wo were tbo recipi- 
ant« of many favors and kindnesses 
(he hands of Mr. Ben Nance, M'- 
Famsworlb, Mr. lEcorcb' and In fact 
every one wo met necnicd anxious lo 
extend kind treatnieut and favor».

A. ti. Ad^eftdu, Appellant, atfalnst 
W. P. WinfMo, Appellee.. Xppeal 
fiom the Christian odanty Circuit 

Court. . I ■ 

The Court being ani&oientif ad- 
vised delivered the following opinion : 
(Dennett]. 

The appellant, A. II. Andcr'on, 
and the appellee, W. I". WlnlVee, wore 
the opposing randidiilt s lor the olllcc 
of County Judge ot Chrisliau connly 
at the August election 1886. 

Tbe election comparing lioard of 
the oouuty found that the appellant. 
Anderson, received SjOOS votea at said 
election, for the ofllco of County 
Judge, and that the appellee, Wlnfree 
received 3,0(;5 voles for the same of- 
llcc, making a uiajorily of 30 votes 
for the appellant, Anderson, whioh 
entitled him according to the face of 
the returns to a certlfleuto of election, 
which be received. 

The appellee, Winfree, contested 
tbe appellant's right to theoffloe npon 
the ground that a large number or Il- 
legal votes were cast and counted for 
the appellant at said election, that 
some wore not citizens of the State ; 
some liad not resided in the SUIe a 
sufUceiit length of time to entitle 
them to vote ; some were non-resi 
dents of the county ; some were nun 
residents of the several voUug pre- 
cinoU iu which thav voted. lie also 
relied upon the fact that between 
sixty aua aeventy persnns voted for 
the appellant iu the isvo llopkinsville 
voting precincts who were uou-reai 
dents of said district. 

The appellant, Anderson, denied 
these several grounds ofchallonge, 
and alleged that a largo illegal vote 
was cast for tho appellee at said elec 
lion, on substantially tho same 
grounds as those urged by the appel- 
lee. 

Tho case was heard by the county 
contesting board which decided that 
38 of the votea cast for appellant at 
the election were Illegal. And also 
decided that %i of the votes cast fur 
appellee at said election were illegal. 
And thoae respective numbers being 
dednotedfrom tbe whole number ui 
votoaoaat fbraaeh candidate elected 
the appellant by a majority of 16. 

The appellee appailed to the Cir- 
cuit Court. 

The case waa elaborately prepared 
Iu the Circuit Court by both sides. 
And the learned judge of that court, 
after Iji uring all of the evidence iu 
the case by a learned and exiiausiivc 
opinion covering all of tho questions, 
both of law and fact, iu tbe case, de- 
cided that the appellant received only 
:i,041 legal voles at naid election, the 
romainiug 51 cast for hiiu being ille- 
gal ; that the appellee received at 
said election :i,0t7 legal votes the re- 
maining l.S v(>tf>8 cvlM for him being 
illegal ; .iiul that the a|ipelleo was 
elected to the otHco of couuty Judge 
by a majority of 8. 

From that Judgment tbe appellant, 
.\iider80n, has appealed to this court. 

I'lio appellant's counsel coni|ihuiis 
here lirat, that tho lower court erred 
Ha suslaiatng the challenge to the 
votes of Warner Dlugold, and Jack 
Smith, who voted fur the appellant, 
upon the ground that they nad been 
previously convicted and sent to the 
peniicntiary of this State, upon a 
liargo of grand larceny, 
lly section 4, article 8, of the State 
Constitution, it is provided : 

Laws shall be made to exclude 
from office and from suOrage those 
who shall thereafter be convicted of 
bribery, perjury, forgery, or other 
crimes or high misdeineanors". 

Persuant to this provision of the 
Constitution, Chap. 33, Art. 12, Beo- 
I ion 15, of tho General Statutes, de- 
rlnroH : 

"Any person convicted of robliery, 
forgery, counterfeiting or perjury, or 
oiher likecrime, shallforfelt his right 
of suirrage, and right to hold office." 

The contention of tho sppollaiil, Ik 
that the crime of grand larceny is not 
like any of the crimes named in the 
statute, not even that of robbery. We 
cannot agree to this nroposltlon. 

Hero follows alongtliy discussion 
of tho law point raised from which 
the following conclusion is drawn : 

The aevaral erimea enumerated In 
tho statute are of this class known as 
infamous Crimea; and It Is to he pro- 
Hunicd that the expreaaion, "orniher 
like crime," waa intended to auply to 
and embrace anch other crimes as 
aro. likewise inconsistent with the 
coiiimon principh^s of honesty and 
humanity and convict tho pcrpctra- 
lor of depravity and moral turpitude. 

The poll books ahowed that the 
votea of Carter, Croft and Glover 
were recorded and counted for both 
uppcllaiil and ajipellee, and that 
(Hover voted for the appellant The 
lower court deducted tlie two former 
votes from the appellant's vole and 
counted Ihcm for tho appellee, and 
deducted tho latter vote from Ihe ap- 
pellee's vote and counted it for the 
appellant. 

The elector, under Ihe conslltulicn 
and laws of this state exercises his 
siglit of sulfrage by a t'i'va voce vole, 
lie proclaims openly at the |)oll8 in 
the presence of the clerk and judgo. 
of the clectiou for wliom he votes; it 
is then the duty of the clerk in the 
;<rescnco of the judges to record his 
vote for tliat persou. This duty is 
not* devolved upon tbe clerk as the 
agent or representative of the elector 
the elector has no right to record his 
vote ; he can only announce for whom 
he votes; It is then tho duty of the 
(dork to record it for thst person as 
an iitlicer of tho electlou. Now the 
clerk by inadvertance or desigu 
records tho vote for another person 
than throne announced by tbe elec- 
tor. Bo by the record he has voted 
for a candidate against wiiom he had 
in fact openly and unequlvooally 
voted. Now whose mistake Is this? 
Tho elector? No. Dccause ho has 
committed none, for when he an- 
nounced for whom he voleil, 
not Intended to vole, his aci 
was full and complete, it was all 
that he could do. Then it was the 
clerk's mistake. The clerk, by this 
mistake has disfranchised tbe elector 
tor tbe time being, indeed worse, tor 
he has voted him without his knowl- 
edge and agslust his wiji for a candi- 
date that he did not want and agalntt 
whom, he had In fact voted. That 
vote waa not aeoretly deposited as by 
ballot, but proclaimed iu the presence 
of at least lour persons, and iisuallv 
in tbe presence of a largo crowd. 11 
would he a raro case indeed that 
witucHses could not bo had other than 
tho otllccrs of the election, not oidy 
as to the fact of voting, but the can- 
didate voted for. 

The appellant also contends that 
the votes of J. N. Cox and Williaiu 
Cravens, who voted in Beilevlew pre- 
cinct lor the appellee, ought not lo be 
counted, because at the time these 
gentlemen voted which was early in 
tbe morniug, but within voting hours 
as fixed by law, one of the Judges of 
the election waa absent and the oth- 
er Judge and tbe clerk bad nut been 
sworn. 

It Is an admitted fact that Cox and 
(!ravpns were legal voters In the 
llellrview precinct. It also clearly 
apiii ars lhal Ihe Judge and 'Cletk 
that rocelvcd the vote of these gao- 
ileraeo a« woll as the absent Jud(|k 
had been legally apjraiuted clerk and

view t)ri!blnfe(l li tipti, atipeah that 
these geutlemfeh weti kpprlstid Ot the 
fact that the clerk ifii judge present 
had not been aworbj but wishing tti 
goto another protliut tlic.v voted 
with the undemanding that when 
the absent Judge arrived and all were 
aworu, that they would ratify the act. 
This the Judges and clerk did. 

In McCary on eleotloiis, section 130, 
it is said "that mere irregularity on 
the part of election officers or their 
oinissioii lo observe some merely di- 
rectory provisions of the law will not 
vilialo the poll." As lo what is a 
mere irregularity tliat will uot viti- 
ate tho poll, the author says, "The 
language of tlie statute to be con- 
strued must bo consulted and fol- 
lowed. Iflhcstalnio expressly de 
Clares any particular act to bo esseu 
tlal to the validity of the election, or 
that Its omission shall render the 
clcciion voiil, all coorN wliosc duly 
it is to eiitoi'cc snch si.iiiiU', must so 
hold, whether the particular act in 
question goes lo the merits, or eflects 
tbe result of the elect Ion, or not, such 
a statute isiinpcralivc, and all consid- 
erations touching lis policy Ol impol- 
icy, must bCRildrcsscd lo thcl.cgi«la- 
luro. 

lini, if as in most cases Iho statute 
simply provides that certain acts or 
things Hliall he done, withiu a partic- 
nlar lime, or in a particular niaulfer, 
and docs not dec Ui c that their per- 
formance is essential to the validity of 
the election, then they will be regard- 
ed as mandatory, If they do, aud di- 
rectory If they do noi HlVecl ilie actual 
luerits ol' liic clcrl ion." 

In this case Cox aud Cravens were 
certainly legal voters in tlie ilellevlow 
precinct. And they voted iu that 
precinct for the candidate of their 
choice. 'I'licir vote..; w ere cast at Ihe 
regular election phuc, and within 
lawful voting hours. Aud the offlcers 
of Iho clcciion after having boon 
sworn rilillcd and ccrtilicir these 
v.^lcs. 'riic merits of tho election 
were not all'ected. We must hold 
therefore, that the lower court did 
light in counting these votes. 

The opinion of the lower conn 
clearly dellnes wliat it takes to con- 
stitute citizenship in this state, and 
also what la required in the prccincl 
to entitle a person to vote therein. 
Also what absence and its kiml, will 
debar one's right to vote. We also 
think thai the lower court, in over- 
ruling or sustaining tbe objections lo 
the vole of each contested voter, 
save possibly in case of one set of 
voters, not prejudicial however to 
the apijollaut, was sustained by com 
pclent aud positive evidence. Aud 
Wt cannot say that In anvcaaehlsde. 
cision was clearly against the weight 
of evidence. 

This view of tho case renders it iin- 
necoessary to determine whether the 
appellant's majority according to Ihe 
face of the returns waa thirty two in- 
stead of only thirty, u tbe result will 
be the same.

It Is a notorious fact that the pro 
hibillon law of Christian county, 
which went iuto efl'ect April Isl, is 
openly and flsKraiitly violated every 
day that eoiiie«.

There are a ^undred rep- 
utable eltl/.eiis iu llopkinsville who if 
pot upon the witness stand could aud 
woiihl give names and dales about 
Ibcso mailers. ' Itevenue licenses 
must bo displayed before tlioy can be 
operated under and it would bo an 
easy matter to Hud where they arc 
tacked up and it would be still easier 
to put a witness on the stand aud as- 
certain who have taken out license to 
violate the local laws. It is nousenso 
to say that the law cannot bo enforced. 
Whisky ia stU) being received at llie 
depot bare aud somebody Is receiving 
it. It It itlll being sold and some- 
body is soiling it. It is s'tlll hdog 
drunk and somebody is drinking It. 
Tlicre are plenty of men who drink 
whisky who will uot lie ifuked un- 
der oath whara tbey Rot it. All that 
ia needed Is for aometiody to onroroe 
the law and it It lo oall attention to ' 
the slate of aflkin and demand that 
the prohibition law be enforced or 
repealed that this article It written. 
Any police officer who is not in sym- 
pathy with the law aud know- 
ingly •ufflsrs itio be dally riolaled, 
sbonid be removed for dereliction of 
duty. Tbe penalty la a heavy one 
and It will take but a few ooDTiollont 
to put aitop to whisky selling. Few 
men care to pay a lino ufltOO aud go 
to Jail for three months for the privi- 
lege of aelllng a bottle of whisky.

The release ot two uf the thieves 
who systomatlcally robbed the eoal 
oars of the L. ft N. Railroad lut 
winter, which wu the result of 
trial before the County Court last 
Tuesday, la a discoaraging finale to 
some tedlons and expensive work of 
the Railroad Com. Upon tha ivorn 
testimony of two or three reputable 
genUemea, Tony Bneknar and Bill 
Bradshaw ware indicted by tha last 
grand Jury for stealing eoal In the 
latter part of February. They ware 
arraigned Tuesday and upon tbak 
statement that they could not give 
bond, went into trial befon^the Judge 
of the County Court 

lii the eaaa of Tony' Buckner, 
Messrs. J. W. Logadon and Juo G 
Ellia stated on oath that tbeyeaugbt 
him in tha aet of filling asaekwitb 
coal ftom a ear of the oompany on 
the night of Fob. 24tb. Several oih 
or uegroee were with bIm, some oi 
the car and soma filling other sacks. 
The wboia orowd was arrested, token 
into tha dapot and Identified and 
promptly indicted by the grand Jury. 
Sookaer did not even enter a denial, 
bat simply sUted witbont being 
eworn that he bought the eoal from a 
brakesman, but. introdnoed not one 
atom of proof toeetobllsh biselalm, 
The court without hearing argument 
in the ease dismissed tiie Indictment 
for lack qf evidence to make out a 
case. 

In the case of Bradshaw, Mr. Logs- 
don testified that ba saw bim taking 
coal away from a car In a wiieel-bar 
row, identified bIm and bad him In- 
dicted. Mr. Hewlett corroborated 
Mr. Logsdou's statement and yet the 
culprit was turned loose, upon a sim 
pic denial of lila guilt Tlieso are two 
of Ibe thiovea that the Uailroad Com 
pany had to employ a detective lo 
bring to Justice in order to stop the 
depredations nightly being made 
upon their property. After Ihey have 
been caught in the act audlhcir guilt 
establisbsd beyond the aliadow of a 
doubt, the company la denied tho 
sattsfaetlon of seeing thom punished 
for their crimes. 

Such a lax admiiiiHlialiun of the 
law is not giving ibc Ititilioad com 
pany tbe protection as a property 
boliier that it baa a right to expect 
and demand from the ollieialsofa 
law-abiding community. Uiileaa its 
properly can bo protected, it has Just 
cause to seriously consider the prop- 
osition of moving its dejKit and side 
tracks ontJiide tho city limils, as it 
threatened to do last winter.
